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ARREST FOLLOWS AC 


DETROIT BANK FAILURE 


Its Vice President Charged with 
Taking Over $1,000,000. 


Directors of City Savings Bank Expect 
to Pay Depositors with Proceeds 
from Securities Turned Over 
by Accused Official. 


DETROIT, Feb. 10.—Vice President Frank 
C. Andrews of the City Savings Bank, 
which has been in the hands of State Bank- 
ing Commissioner George L. Maltz since 
this morning, was arrested late this after- 
noon, and arraigned at 9:30 o’clock to-night 
on the charge of “ willfully, fraudulently, 
and knowingly’ securing from the bank,. 
without security and without the knowledge 
of the other Directors, a sum exceeding 
$1,000,000. He was released on $10,000 bail, 
and his examination was set for Feb. 21. 

Cashier Henry C. Andrews, through whom 
Frank C. Andrews is said to have secured 
the money by means of overdrafts and 
certified checks, is now seriously ill at his 
home with nervous prostration. 

In addition to a total indebtedness to the 
City Savings Bank of $1,158,000, to secure 
which Mr. Andrews has signed over to the 
institution all his real estate holdings and 
stocks, bonds, and other securities, which 
it Is estimated wiil total about $1,000,000, 
four local banks and a trust company hold 
his checks, certified to by Cashier Andrews, 
to the amount of $662,000. A considerable 
number of these checks are protected by 
securities deposited with them by Mr, An- 
drews. 

As soon as Commissioner Maltz took 
charge of the institution he immediately 
began an examination of its books. It was 
found that Cashier Andrews had permitted 
r..C, Andrews to overdraw his account 
$914,000. Other Mabilities brought F. C. 
Andrews’s total indebtedness to the bank 
up to $1,158,000. In addition to this Cashier 
Andrews had certified to checks for F. C. 
Andrews, which he had deposited in other 
banks, to the amount of $662,000. At the 
close of his examination, Commissioner 
Maltz to-night issued the following state- 
ment of the bank’s condition at the close 
of business, Feb. 8: 

Resources—Total loans and discounts, 
bonds, mortgages, and securities, $2,363,- 
093; over drafts, $913,852; real estate, $10,- 
899; cash in banks, $288,697; other assets, 
$18,922. 

Liabilities—stock, surplus, and undivided 
profits—$225,212; deposits, $3,370,251. 

The examination showed that the record 
of F. C. Andrews’s transaction was not kept 
in the regular way, but in a memorandum 
book. The first record of a transaction 
between Cashier Andrews and F. C. An- 
drews is Jan. 11, but the examiners esti- 
mate that the transactions have been going 
on for about six weeks, President F. C. 
Pingree explained the. manner in which the 
certified check was obtained, as follows: 

“F. C. andrews would draw a check for 
the amount he wanted, and have it certi- 
fied by the Cashier, Henry R. Andrews. He 
woyld present this certified check to the 
persons he was doing business with, and ask 


them to hold it- out for that day, as the 
bank was not in funds to meet it. Perhaps 
he would thus hold it out for two or three 
days, and eventually, when there was 
money enough in the bank to meet the 
check, he would go in and take it out. 
There would be only a slip of paper in the 
drawer, and the withdrawal would be put 
down as a cash item. With this money he 
would in person pay the certified check 
and tear it up. This was done time and 
again.’’ 

The Directors issued the following state- 
ment in regard to the suspension: 

“In justice to ourselves, our depositors, 
and stockholders, the undersigned Directors 
of the City Savings Bank make the follow- 
ing statement: Early on Saturday morn- 
ing we learned for the first time that 
Henry R. Andrews, Cashier of the bank, 
had allowed Frank C. Andrews to over- 
draw his account in the sum of over $900,- 
000, and had also, without consideration, 
certified said Frank C. Andrews’s checks 
for over $700,000, all of which checks were 
Soeenne- The bank was immediately 
put into the hands of the Banking Com- 
missioner, and we set about to get all the 
security we could. Mr. Frank C. Andrews 
has turned over to the bank a large amount 
of securities, from which we hope to pay 
our depositors in full. 

“The Banking Commissioner has deemed 
it the wisest policy to close the bank for 
the present, for the best interest of all 
depositors. Outside of the Frank C. An- 
drews's indebtedness and checks, the bank 
was never in a better condition.

The City Savings Bank was the deposit- 
ory for the funds of the county auditors, 
their balance there being more than $150,- 
000, and F. ¢. Andrews was arrested this 
afternoon on a complaint sworn out by 
Auditor Christian after a long conference 
between the auditors and Prosecutor Hunt. 
The warrant was served on Andrews, who 
is Commissioner of Police, by two of his de- 
tectives, in the office of the Detroit Trust 
Company. where he had been in consul- 
tation with officers of the banks holding 
his certified checks. The City Savings 
Bank was also the depository for the Board 
of Education, which had a total! of $467,000 
on deposit. Other local banks will tem- 
porarily advance funds to the Board of 
I:ducation for salaries and running ex- 
penses. 

At a meeting of the Clearing House As- 
sociation this afternoon, the following 
statement on the suspension was issued: 

“The disaster which has to-day befallen 
the City Savings Bank is the result of 
criminal irregularities confined entirely to 
that institution, and caused by the rash 
speculation of its Vice President, who con- 
trolled the management and betrayed his 
trust. 
association. The officers of this association 
desire to state to the public that there is 
no need of apprehension regarding any 
other bank in the city. The present condi- 
tion of the banks as shown by the weekly 
statements furnished to the Clearing House, 
reveals an unusually strong showing in 
reserve and cash resources, and the fair 
name and good reputation of the banks of 
Detroit will not suffer bv reason of this 
trouble.

WORK OF MASKED BURGLARS. 


Home of an ex-Congressman Entered in 
Newark—Gang of Thieves of 
Polite Demeanor. 

j NEWARK, N. J., Feb. 10.—Burglars en- 
tered the residence of ex-Congressman W. 
H. F. Fielder, at 171 Littleton Avenue, early 
this morning. Mr. Fielder’s son awoke to 
find two masked men in his room. One of 
them placed a revolver at young Fielder’s 
head and told him to keep quiet and no 
harm would come to him. Then they took 
a gold watch and chain and $15 in money, 
which were on a dresser, and an overcoat, 
which was hanging in a wardrobe, and 
made their escape.

the robbery was sent to the police, buc 
so far no trace of the burglars has been

SUSPECTED MEN ARRESTED. 


Newark Police Believe They Have 
“Gentlemen Burglars” in Custody 
—Silverware Found. 
NEWARK, N. J., Feb. 10.—The police of 
this city have locked up in headquarters 
two men who were arrested this evening 
by Detective Sergeants Carroll and Long. 
In the arrest of the men the police think 
they have the “‘ gentlemen burglars’? who 
have been operating in near-by towns dur- 

ing the past month. 

The detectives were standing on Broad 
Street this evening when they saw the two 
men who answered the description of the 
*“*gentlemen burglars.’’ They followed the 
men to the home of John Penn, at 29 Lib- 
erty Street. The men entered and were fol- 
lowed by the officers. The detectives ques- 
tioned the men and their answers did not 
satisfy them. They took them to the sta- 
tion house, together with Penn. All three 
were locked in separate cells. 

Then the detectives went back to the house 
that had been left in charge of an officer 
and began an investigation. It resulted in 
the finding of forks, spoons, sugar bowls, 
cream pitchers, and a quantity of other 
solid silverware. Two revolvers, two sticks 
of dynamite, a bottle of powder, fuse, steel 
drills, brace, “jimmy,” twe black silk 
handkerchiefs, and fifty-eight ounces of 
silver that had been melted. Most of the 
silverware was marked: “A. Cla.,”’ “ R. 
A. A.,”’ *R. Franklin,” and “ D.” 


TO DEPRIVE TAMMANY OF 
CIVIL SERVICE SHIELD. 


Reformers’ Bill for New York Would 
Suspend Rules Until Undesirable 
Office Holders Are Ejected. 
Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, Feb. 10.—Assemblyman James 
A. Allen of’the Ninth District of New York, 
which is Republican National Committee- 
man Gibbs's district, to-night introduced a 
bill designed to permit the removal from 
office of every Tammany official. In 
speaking of his bill, Mr. Allen said: ‘I am 
responsible for the bill and no one else. At 
the November election the citizens of New 
York voted that Tammany should go out 
of power. My bill merely seeks to make 
that verdict effective. Under the present 
civil service law Tammany men are con- 
tinued in the city’s service in subordinate 
positions in every department. 

“The consequence is that the efforts of 
the reform administration toward reform 
and economy are hampered. My bill per- 
mits of the appointment to office of men 
in sympathy with the purposes of the ad- 
ministration elected by the people, and at 
the same time guards against any but qual- 
ified men getting into the service. The re- 
sult of the present law is to prevent to a 
material extent the carrying out of the peo- 
ple’s will as expressed at the polls. I in- 
tend to make every effort to have my bill 
enacted into law."’ 

The Allen bill provides that all the civil 
service eligible lists of the City of New 
York as they existed prior to and on the 
Ist day of January, 1902, shall be abolished, 
and that any officer or body of the City 
of New York having the authority to ap- 
point any person to any employment may, 
within the period of six months after the 
passage of the act, summarily and with- 
cut giving notice or reason remove there- 
from any person holding or occupying any 
such office, or employment under him or 
it. Provision for filling such vacancies as 
may be made is contained in another sec- 
tion of the act whereby tne head of the de- 
partment for a period of six months may 
fill temporarily such vacancies, the tem- 
porary appointment to be made perma- 
nent, if the person so employed shall prove 
efficient, and shall pass a civil service ex- 
amination when a new eligible list has 
been prepared

Archaecicgists to Send Expedition to 
Explore Graveyards in New Mexico 
Where Bodies Were Unearthed.

t LOS ANGELES, Cal., Feb. 10.—Owing to 
| the discovery of the remains of a race of 
| giants in Guadalupe, N. M., antiquarians 
and archaeologists are preparing an expedi- 
; tion further to explore that region. This 
determination is based on the excitement 
that exists among the people of a scope of 
| country near Rico, about 200 miles 
i southeast of Las Vegas, where an old bur- 
ial ground has been discovered that has 

yielded skeletons of enormous size. 
Luiciana Quintana, on whose ranch the 
| ancient burial plot is located, discovered 
| two stones that bore curious inscriptions, 
i and beneath these were found in shallow 
the bones of a frame _ that 
could not have been less than 12 feet in 
' length. The men who opened the grave 
| say the forearm was 4 feet long and that 
j in a well-preserved jaw the lower teeth 
' ranged from the size of a hickory nut to 
j that of the largest walnut in size. 
The chest of the being is reported as hav- 
ing a circumference of seven feet. 
Quintana, who has uncovered many other 
burial places, expresses the opinion that 
perhaps thousands of skeletons of a race 
of giants long extinct will be found. This 
supposition is based on the traditions 
handed down from the early Spanish in- 
vasion that have detailed knowledge of the 
existence of a race of giants that inhabited 
the plains of what now is Eastern New 
Mexico. Indian legends ard carvings also

\SHIP BURNED AT SEA 


Crew in Small Boats Helpless in 
Great Ice Floes. 


Cape May Point Life Savers Work for 
Hours and Fail to Reach Them— 


Boats in Danger of Be- 


ing Crushed. 


CAPE MAY, N. J., 
with three masts, the name of which is un- 
known, was burned out at sea to-night. 
Tier crew is believed to be in small boats 
about where she was, but they are caught 
in the ice. The fire broke out about 5 
o'clock this afternoon, and soon could be 
seen from the shore. It burned till about 
o'clock to-night, when the fire either 
burned out or the schooner sank. 

This schooner has been on and off the 
coast since Saturday night. Saturday aft- 
ernoon she was sighted working down the 
coast. She was about six miles off shore 
and northeast of Cape May Point light, 
when a little before dusk she ran into an 
ice pack. She was caught fast and had 
come in and gone out with every tide since.

She was in no great danger, for, 
while the ice is thickly massed, it is too 
broken up to have crushed her. 

At 5 o'clock to-night the schooner was 
perhaps ten miles out, when smoke was 
seen to issue from her apparently well for- 
ward. Within half an hour flames could be 
seen. The life savers at Cape May Point, 
Cold Spring, and Turtle Gut at once manned 
their boats and endeavored to put out. 
They have been working for hours, but can- 
not work their boats through the ice. At 
times they tried dragging them over the 
ice, but the floes were too soft for that. 
Up to 11 o'clock the life savers have not 
returned, and up to the time the fire went 
out and the lighted circle it formed was 
quenched they had neither reached the 
schooner nor had any large craft loomed 
up. 

The beach here is lined with persons brav- 
ing the cold watching for some sign. While 
the fire was still burning, men with glasses 
say they made out the small boats of the 
schooner in the ice. Word was sent to the 
Breakwater to send a tug out, but thus far 
none has been seen going seaward. 

Great anxiety is felt for the life savers, 
who are in as much peril as the sailors 
they went to rescue. The sailors had ample 
chance to take to their boats, and their 
chief danger is that the boats may be 
crushed in the ice and that the men may 
be frozen. The life savers face the same 
peril. 


TO RESTRICT IMMIGRATION. 


Industrial Commission Recommends In- 
crease of Head Tax and Rigid En- 
forcement of Chinese Exctu- 
sion Laws. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The third part 
of the Industrial Commission's final report 
was made public to-day. It treats of labor, 
immigration, taxation, and irrigation. Re- 
garding labor, it is recommended that al 
engineers and switchmen should submit to 
an examination for color blindness; that it 
should be a misdemeanor for an engineer or 
switchman to be intoxicated while on duty. 
Regarding injunctions, the commission 
“The question of the enforcement 
of the labor contract by injunction or con- 
tempt in equity process is a very difficult 
one, mainly so made by the abuses Which 
have arisen from injunctions carelessly is- 
sued by tearned Judges or by the unlearned 
Judges of inferior courts in States which 
contuse chancery and common law juris- 
diction. The injunction is a high preroga- 
tive writ. and should be awarded only after 
the most careful examination by a tribunal 

thoroughly competent.”’ 
The recommendations of the commission 
Mi the Subject of immigration are: 
General revision and codification of the 
immigration laws, including such verbal 
changes as are necessary to make the ex- 
isting principles of legislation effective. 
Increasing the head tax from §$1 to $3. 
Effective inspection along the Canadian 
and Mexican borders, to be secured through 
establishment of designated frontier ports 
of entry by the Secretary of the Treasury. 
Exclusion and deportation of Anarchists. 
Renewal and continuance of the Chinese 
exclusion laws and the introduction of ad- 
ministrative amendments in erder to ren- 
der these laws less liable to evasion, but 
framing restrictive legislation so as not to 
hinder or seriously interfere with commerce 
with China, e 
The period of deportation, it is recom- 
mended, should be extended to five vears, 
the expenses during the first year to be paid 
by the steamship company for all aliens un- 
lawfully landed.

PRINCE HENRY’S VISIT 
MAY BE POSTPONED. 


It Is Likely that It Will Be Deferred If 
the President’s Son Is Not Much 
Better This Week. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Unless there is 
a decided change for the better in the con- 
dition of the President's son before the end 
of the present week it is probable that 
Prince Henry of Prussia will defer his visit 
to the United States until later in the year. 

BERLIN, Feb. 10.—A dispatch announc- 
ing the gravity of the condition of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s son was communicated to 
Prince Henry this afternoon, and was com- 
municated by him to the Emperor. Deep 
sympathy for Mr. Roosevelt was mani- 
fested at the Schloss. The Foreign Office 
expects to receive to-night from Dr. von 
Holleben, the German Ambassador at 


Washington, a report on the condition of 
the President's son. 

The most alarming dispatches from Gro- 
ton were received too late for publication 
in the evening papers, but these journals 
comment regretfully on the news received 
earlier in the day as to young Roosevelt's 
illness. 

Prince Henry came here with Emperor 
William from Potsdam this morning. To- 
morrow evening, according to present ar- 
rangements, His Majesty will give a fare- 
well dinner in honor of the Prince and his 
suite, at which United States Ambassador 
White will be present. No speeches will 
be made. The Emperor and the Prince will 
have a private interview before the dinner, 
the present arrangement being that Prince 
Henry will leav@ Berlin on the midnight 
train for Kiel. He will stay there until 
Saturday morning, and will then go to 
Bremerhaven. On arriving there he will 
be entertainel at ltuncheon in the station 
house, and will go on beard the Kronprinz 
Wilhelm in the afternoon. With the ex- 
ception of a guard of honor at the wharf 
and the firing of a salute by the forts, the 
Prince’s departure will be similar to that 
of any other traveler.

RAILROAD COMPANY MUST PAY. 
Colorado Court Holds Denver and Rio 
Grande Responsible for Fire Losses 
Amounting to $300,000. 

to The New York Time 

DENVER, Col., Feb. 10.—The 
Appeals this morning rendered a 
which will cost the Denver and Rio Grande 
Railroad Company $300,000. In a decision 
by the Presiding Judge, Adair Wilson, the 
railroad company must pay the losses in 
the tire which swept a portion of Colorado 
Springs, Oct. 1, 189s. 

The point of law on which the decision 
hinged involves the right of an insurance 
company to recover from the party caus- 
ing the loss whatever sum it may have had 
to pay on the policy held. In the lower 
court, Judge Rucker held that the plaintiff 
Was not entitled to recover unless it proved 
negligence on the part of the railroad com- 
pany in causing the fire. 

The Court of Appeals overturned all this, 
declaring that the plaintiff has a right to 
recover on showing that the railroad com- 
pany caused the fire, and that the insur- 
ance company has a right to sue and re- 
cover whatever amount the fire cost it. 
Further, the court held that if it is proved 
that the fire originated under circum- 
stances strongly indicating that defendant's 
engines caused it, it needs not be proved 
absolutely. nor need it be proved absolutely 
that the fire could have originated in any 
other way. 

The evidence shows circumstantiaily that 
a svark from a Denver and Rio Grande 
engine set fire to a pile of débris under a 
depot platform. The platform set fire to a 
carload of dynamite. 

This kept the fire department at bay until 
the flames spread beyond control. The loss 
ageregated #400,000, and suits have already 
been filed against the railroad company for 
about $300,000. These suits will be pushed 
unless settled by the railroad company.

FINE-SWEPT PATERSON 
CHEERFULLY ENERGETIC 


Banks and Stores Start Business 
in Makeshift Quarters. 


Work of Restoration to Begin at Once 
—Offers of Outside Help De- 
clined—No Change in 


Loss Estimate,

PATERSON, N. J., Feb. 10.—The great 
conflagration which burned its way through 
the heart of Paterson yesterday has at last 
completely spent its force, and its last eme 
bers are quickly dying out in the ashes, 
broken brick, and twisted iron of its ruin, 
Fanned by a strong wind last night it 
burned up fitfully in spots, but wherever 
the flames showed threatening strength the 
firemen beat them down. 

With indomitable pluck and energy the 
residents of the city have already gone ta 
work to replace the smoldering embers off 
all their proudest buildings with other 
structures just as good. The most sever 
affliction that has ever stricken the city 
has been met on all sides with an inde- 
pendence, cheerfulness, and energy that 
will even within a matter of months resul€ 
in Paterson's complete restoration. 

All of the burned-out banks resumed busie 
ness this morning in temporary quarters, 
and the officials of the institutions exe 
pressed to a man the determination to dq@ 
their part in the maintenance of the finan- 
cial standing and credit of the city. Many 
of the commercial concerns whose stores 
were converted into ashes and heaps of 
blackened refuse have secured temporary, 
quarters in other parts of the city and werd 
doing business to-day after a fashion. Dead 
walls and telephone poles were plastered 
with posters ealling attention to the fact 
that this and that firm had resumed in this 
temporary way. The owners of nearly all 
the fine buildings that stood in the now 
black waste declared their intentions of 
laying the foundations of still larger build- 
ings on the sites of the ruins just as soon as 
the embers had sufficientiy cooled.

CITY’S FINANCIAL STANDING. 


Paterson Is Easily Able to Meet the 
Situation Resulting from the 


Fire Disaster. 


Paterson's financial standing as a city Is 
said to be much more than equal to with- 
Standing the conflagration setback. It has 
outstanding bonds for various purposes, in- 
cluding schools, City Hall, and various 
other certificates bearing interest scmi- 
annually, and which must be met when due, 

For instance, there are $480,000 of City 
Hall bonds, bearing 5, 4%, and 4 per cent., 
and maturing part in 1907, part in 1908, and 
part yearly; there are $385,000 of school 
bonds bearing interest at rates ranging 
from 7 to 4 per cent., and maturing all the 
way from 1904 to 1919; $773,900 of out- 
Standing renewal bonds, bearing 4 to 6 per 
cent. interest, maturing from 1903 to 1911; 
$182,000. of sewer ‘appropriation bonds, 
$260,000 of park bonds, and $117,000 of sewer 
bends, 

The total bonded debt on May 1, 1901, was 
officially reported as being $3,342,500, with 
bills payable on certificates amounting to 
$723,526, which left the city in debt on that 
date to the amount of $4,066,026. 

In a short time the city will again float 
securities for the erection of new Govern- 
mental and educational buildings, the mu- 
nicipality not having enough funds on hand 
to meet this expense. The debt limit of 
the city has almost been reached, and it 
will require legislative authority to legalize 
all new securities floated. ‘This, it is ex- 
pected, will be readily granted. The gen- 
eral income of the city from taxation, &c., 
compiled from carefully figured data, is:

There is no tax on the bonds issued by 
the municipality. The standing of the city,

BILL FOR LABOR MEETINGS. 


Senator Sullivan Sponsor for Measure 
to Permit “ Peaceable ” Organiza- 
tion for Strike and Boycott. 
Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 10.—Senator Sulli- 
van, at the instigation of the Federation of 
Labor, to-night introduced a bill amending 
the Penal Code so that it shall not be 


‘deemed-a conspiracy for workingmen to as- 
semble peaceably for the purpose “ of secur- 
ing or aiding other persons so employed in 
securing an advance in the rate of wages 
or compensation, or more favorable con- 
ditions of employment in any respect, or 
in peacefully aiding other persons so em- 
ployed in obtaining redress of any grievance 
against employers.” 

It is further provided that it shall not be 
unlawful for *‘ any persons employed in any 
calling, trade, or handicraft, for the pur- 
pose of such co-operation, to associate 
and obligate themselves for the purpose of 
persuading, advising, or encouraging by 
peaceful means any person or persons to 
enter into any agreement for or against 
leaving or entering into the employment of 
any person, firm, or corporation.” 

The bill also permits boycotting. It pro- 
vides that it shall be legal for employes 
having a grievance to induce any person, 
firm, or corporation to withhold its custom, 
patronage, employment, or labor from any 
person, firm, or corporation.

He will be buried in Greenwood Cemetery 
at 10 o'clock this morning.

PATERSON INSURANCE LOSS 


Companies, It Is Estimated, Will 
Have to Pay $3,000,000. 


More than Sixty Underwriting Offices 
Affected—Minimum Liabilities as 
Furnished by Various Concerns. 


In the opinion of the most conservative 
underwriters, the Paterson conflagration 
will cost the fire insurance companies fully 
$5,000,000 by the time all claims for losses 
have been settled, More than sixty com- 
panies in all did business in Paterson, and 
each of them has incurred heavy losses. 
Every one of these companies yesterday 
sent adjusters to the scene of the fire, 
while head officials in their offices spent 
the major portion of the day in a careful 
comparison of their maps with authentic 
reports of the extent of the burned area 
and in an inspection of the daily reports of 
their agents as to the business written. 
This latter course was necessitated because 
so many of the Paterson fire insurance 
agents lost all of their records in the fire. 

Before officials of the companies which 
had figured most largely in the competi- 
tion for insurance in Paterson during the 
past year began to get an adequate idea 
of their losses reports of tremendous losses 
were current, and were carried from office 
to office by brokers and clerks, and even 
managers. One company, which at the 
close of business placed its loss at less 
than $100,000, was quoted during the aft- 
ernoon in many Pine and William Street 
offices as having $220,000 to $250,000 in 
loss claims on Paterson property. This is 
the most radical instance of the exaggera- 
tions of the day, which was pre-eminently 
one of rumors of heavy losses and of small 
companies which would be seriously em- 
barrassed, if not compelled to retire, be- 
cause of the conflagration hazard, which 
insurance men talk about, but seldom see, 
and which has now occured twice within 
ten days and three times within a year. 

Jacksonville, Waterbury, and Paterson, 
added to the fact that there has been for 
three years an abnormally large number of 
ordinary fires, have left underwriters with- 
out much disposition to do anything except 
advance fire insurance rates throughout 
the country at every opportunity. for it is 
the public in the long run that pays for 
conflagrations. 

Underwriters got to work much more 
quicly yesterday than on the previous 
Monday, because the knowledge of Pater- 
son risks was more intimate and more easi- 


ly obtained than information _ regarding 
Waterbury insurance lines had been. One 
reason why this was so was that while the 
New England companies had written the 
cream of the business in Waterbury, Pater- 
son risks were largely insured in New York 
companies and in foreign companies whose 
headquarters in the United States are sit- 
uated in this city. 

Figures of the estimated liability in the 
burned district of forty-three companies, 
comprising chiefly the leading New York, 
Hartford, and British companies, aggre- 
gate $1,924,400. In estimating what pro- 
portion of the $3,000,000 or so of insurance 
loss these companies must bear, it must 
be remembered that in the case of lump 
estimates of large losses fire underwriters 
are almost universally in the habit of de- 
ducting from their liability the amounts 
they have reinsured in other companies be- 
fore making public their figures as to esti- 
mated losses. These figures, though rough- 
ly estimated in many instances, are de- 
clared by most of the underwriters to be 
the minimum amounts they expect to lose 
in the Paterson conflagration. The figures 
follow:

The four principal New Jersey 
panies, the Merchants’, the Newark, 
American, and the Firemen’s, 
which is in this list, have lost amounts 
ranging from $12,000 to $40,000. Then, no 
Philadelphia company, excepting the Penn- 
sylvania Fire Insurance Company, and none 
of the larger Western and Southern com- 
panies which have sustained losses in the 
conflagration have figured out estimates of 
their liability, which is as yet largely 
guesswork and street report in insurance 
circles. 

The United States manager of one of 
the larger British companies, whose Pater- 
son agent was burned out, packed up all 
of his Paterson daily reports and spent the 
day at the scene of the fire. Upon his re- 
turn he was one of the very few under- 
writers who were really certain their loss 
estimates would not go any higher than 
their present level. One of the peculiar 
things about the fire, he said, was the way 
that the wind drove the flames roaring by 
rows of untouched frame houses on the 
sides of their path and literally eating brick 
and stone in the way of their progress. 

Paterson, insurancewise, has been the 
centre of much competition among the com- 
panies, there being many companies which 
paid 20 per_cent. for the preferred business 
while the Eastern Union companies were 
bound to pay only 15 per cent. The result 
was that while the insurance on the fac- 
tory section was fairly evenly distributed, 
a few offices captured the bulk of the pre- 
miums in the business and residential dis- 
tricts, and, as now turns out, will have to 
bear the brunt of the conflagration losses.

FIRE DESTROYS HUGE SHOPS.

tograph ‘album 18 inches by 12 inches in 
dimension, containing the signatures of all 
those present. The front of the cover was 
embellished with the seal of the State of 
New York done in enamel, and above this 
was the name of the recipient in letters 
winding about a scroll work of vines and 
ferns. The back was plain except for a 
picture of the City Hall. 

In answer to the brief address of Justice 
O’Brien, who dwelt on Mr. Guggenheimer’s 
official career, Mr. Guggenheimer arose in 
his seat, between the toastmaster and ex- 
Mayor Van Wyck, and said: 

“It is very difficult to find words which 
will be adequate to express the sentiment 
with which my heart is filled to-night. In 
this instance the difficulty is intensified by 
the fact that I am constrained by your 
kindness to speak of myself and my public 
career. That is always a hazardous theme 
and demands for its proper treatment a 
gift of oratory higher than that which nat- 
ure has conferred upon me. I wish to say 
to you in a few plain but absolutely sincere 
words that I appreciate the beautiful gift 
which you have presented to me, not be- 
cause of its intrinsic value, although even 
that is very great, but because it is a token 
of your friendship and approval. I can as- 
sure you that I regard this outward mark 
of your esteem as one of the most conspic- 
uous honors which has even been conferred 
upon me either in my private or official 
life. I thank you from the very_bottom of 
my heart. I shall always regard this gift, 
because of its significance, as one of the 
most cherished of my possessions. 

“TIT am aware of the fact that men are 
generally blind to the faults of their friends 
and exaggerate their virtues. I feel that 
in my case you have to a large extent re- 
vealed this dual character. We have been 
associated in business and social life, and 
have learned both in the shadow and the 
sunshine that friendship is the world's 
crowning glory. That alone remains strong 
and immutable when all other passions 
have dimmed their fires. I am grateful to 
fortune that I possess the esteem and af- 
fection of so many friends from whose 
hands and hearts have never failed to 
find a warm grasp and greeting. 


HONESTY IN PUBLIC OFFICE. 


“But, while I know the true value of 
such friendship as yours and realize that it 
was the inspiration which prompted you to 
make this presentation to me, I should be 
sorry if it were not in some degree an ex- 


the happiness which you have conferred 
upon me by this evening's celebration, I 
am constrained to say that in my opinion a 
premium should not be set upon honesty in 
public office. That you should have done 
so in my case is an arraignment of present 


politicat conditions. I do not think that an 
official should be thanked because he has 
discharged his public duties with fidelity. 

*‘In my official career I have neither 
sought nor asked for any reward except 
the approbation of my fellow-citizens, That 
is the only honor to which a public offi- 
cer should aspire. It has been my one am- 
bition that I may hand down to posterity 
the memory of a life that has been marked 
by usefulness, not merely to myself and my 
family, but also to the public. I rejoice to 
believe that the people of this city have, 
without any political discrimination, set 
the seal of their approval upon my official 
career. If that is true, and I feel and 
thankfully believe that it is true, I shall 
be glad to transmit to my children a more 


| significant heritage than could be repre- 


sented by all earth’s accumulated wealth. 
“For nine years I have served as a 
Commissioner of Education. There is no 
more honorable or responsible position in 
this city. I think I can say, without either 
egotism or exaggeration, that I have never 
performed the duties of any office with 
greater pleasure and enthusiasm. I realized

Manufacturing Company, and Krell French 
Piano Company. 

The shops were built in 1882 by William 
Whitely for the manufacture of harvesting 
machinery, at a cost of $750,000. At that 
time the shops were the largest under one 
roof in the world, and they had only one 
rival in later years, the Krupp gun works 
in Germany. 

The equipment of the plants cost about 
$2,000,000, but after the failure of Mr. 
Whitely a few years later the shops were 
left idle for nearly ten years, when they 
were sold at a receiver's sale, and Senator 
Fairbanks and several other capitalists 
bought them for $200,000. 

In the last few years, through the efforts 
of the Board of Trade of Springfield and 
the Commercial Club, fifteen concerns were 
placed in the old shops and the machinery, 
material, and unfinished product of all 
these are a total loss. The insurance is ap- 
proximately $300,000. 


THEATRE BURNED IN CHICAGO. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 10.—The Orpheum Thea- 
tre in Washington Street, opposite the City 
Hall, this morning suffered $30,000 damage 
by fire, believed to of incendiary origin. 
Three attachés of the theatre and two hotel 
tailors, who were in the building when the 
fire started, were overcome by smoke and 
severely burned before they could be res- 
cued. This is the third time inside of six 
menths that the theatre has been on fire. 

After the fire firemen exploring the base- 
ment discovered two gas jets, 30 feet apart, 
the tips of which had been removed, spout- 
ing flames three feet high. Assistant Fire 
Marshal Campion said to-day that when 
the Fire Department answered the call 
flames were discovered in three different 
parts of the building at one time. He be- 
lieves that the incendiary attack was made 
in four places. 

At noon to-day the firemen, in clearing 
away the débris on the third floor found 
the body of a boy, who had been burned 
to death. He is supposed to have been a 
street waif who had been sleeping on the 
top floor of the building, where homeless 
boys often slept. .Two women reported 
missing have been accounted for. 


FIRE CAUSED A PANIC. 


Sixteen families were thrown into a panic 
shortly before midnight last night by a 
fire in a drug store underneath the four- 
story double tenement at 253 West Elev- 
enth Street. The fire was. started by the 
explosion of a quantity of benzine in the 
drug store, but the blaze was discovered 
by a policeman before it had gained any 


headway. 

Some one cried “ Fire!’’ and in a few 
minutes women and children in the big 
tenement rushed from their rooms in their 
night clothes and fled through the smoke- 
filled halls to the street. A score of the 
inmates of the house fearing to grope their 
way down the stairs; ran to the fire es- 
capes and yelled to be saved. 

When the firemen arrived, after Police- 
man Halligan of the Charles Street Station 
had turned in an alarm, they saw that the 
fire did not amount to much, but they saw 
the white robed figures on the fire escapes, 
who were screaming and who seemed every 
moment about to jump. 

While ‘one engine company fought the 
flames in the dag | store, three companies 
and the firemen from two trucks rushed 
up through the tenement and dragged the 
hysterical women and children back into 
the rooms. Several women had clambered 
already over the rails of the fire-escapes 
and were about to oor to the street. The 
damage amounted to $100.

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PROCEEDINGS AT ALBANY. 


Sharp Debate in the Assembly on the 
Supreme Court Justice Bill. 


ALBANY, Feb, 10.—In his opening prayer 
in the Assembly to-night the Rev. A. L. 
Love alluded feelingly to the affliction 
Gov. Odell had sustained in the death of his 
mother and invoked Divine consolation to 
assuage the grief of the stricken family. 
The Chaplain also prayed that President 
Roosevelt’s son might speedly recover from 
his serious illness. 

When the calendar of the day was taken 
up the Kelsey bill relating to assignments 
of Justices of the Supreme Courts pro- 
voked some little debate. Minority Leader 
Palmer moved to strike out for explanation. 
After a brief explanation by Mr. Kelsey, 
Mr. Palmer denounced the measure as one 
delegating powers to the Governor that 
neither the Constitution nor the statutes 
intended that the Executive should pos- 
sess. Majority Leader Allds declared that 
the bill only proposed to do what had been 
done for time immemoral by the State Ex- 
ecutive. 

‘* Why does not the bill do what the Gov- 
ernor recommends in his message relative 
to these assignments’?’’ asked Assembly- 
man G. Davis. 

‘If the gentleman will ask his question 
where he usually asks them, he may get 
the information he seeks,’’ announced Mr. 
Allds. 

**I don’t object to being sat upon when I 
deserve it,’’ retorted Mr. Davis, ‘ but I do 
object to my leader forgetting himself as 
he has. The fact is, the bill in its present 
form is not what the Governor recommend- 
ed, and as a practicing member of the New 
York County bar I protest that we think 
this measure will lower the judiciary in 
New York County to a very low level.’’ 

The bill was finally advanced to third 
reading with a warning from several mem- 
bers that it would be liberally amended on 
final passage. 

Mr. Kelsey’s bill to permit New York 
City to extend beyond fifty years the time 
limit for which it can grant a franchise 
also occasioned debate. Mr. J. J. Fitz- 
gerald suspected that ‘‘ Wall Street or 
capitalists unnamed” were back of the 
bill, and wanted to know who stood spon- 
sor for it. Mr. Kelsey declared that the 
bill was necessary in order that New York 
might permit the Pennsylvania Railroad 
to build a tunnel under New York City. 
The bill was finally advanced. 

Minority Leader Palmer offered a resolu- 
tion providing for the selection of United 
States Senators by direct vote. 

Mr. Bedell offered a resolution of sympa- 
thy for Gov. Odell on the death of his 
mother, and the Assembly adjourned until 
11 o'clock to-morrow, after adopting the 
resolution by a rising vote. 

In the Senate to-night Gov. Odell’s be- 
reavement was mentioned in the opening 
prayer, and later, after a beautiful eulogy 
by Senator Grady, the Senate adjourned, 
out of respect to the memory of the Gov- 
ernor’s mother. Senator Stranahan an- 
nounced that he would not move his Mort- 
gage Tax bill to-morrow, and not until it 
had been discussed at a conference of Re- 
publican leaders. Senator Wagner's reso- 
lution for a legislative committee to assist 
the Albany committee March 7 in receiv- 
ing Prince Henry was passed. 


PIGEON SHOOTERS’ STRATEGY. 


Amendments to Anti-Crueity Bill 
Render Measure Inoperative Should 
It Become Law. 
Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 10.—The opponents 
of the Anti-Pigeon Shooting bill have 
adopted a new plan of campaign. Realiz- 
ing the improbability of defeating the 
measure in an open, fair fight, they are 
now scheming to have the measure amend- 
ed in a manner which will render it impo- 
tent for the purpose intended. They have 
persuaded certain nominal friends of the 
bill, among them Senator McCarren, to 
propose amendments which, as it is said, 
“‘will hedge about the sport with restric- 
tions which will do away with the cruelty 
complained of, and still permit the contin- 
nuance of the pastime.” 

One of the amendments which will be 
suggested will be that only gun clubs 


licensed by the Forest, Fish and Game 
Commission shall be allowed to hold tour- 
naments for the shooting of live pigeons; 
these clubs to be licensed only after they 
have furnished bonds that all wounded 
pigeons shall be disposed of before the 
shoot ts allowed to progress. 

Senator Slater, who introduced the bill in 
the Senate, fears that the opposition will 
be successful in its move practically to de- 
stroy the bill with amendments. He said 
to-night: ‘‘ The plan, as I understand it, is 
to move the amendments when the bill is 
taken up in general orders. When the Sen- 
ate is in ee orders it is impossible to 
secure either a call of the Senate or a yea 
and nay vote. There are, I am afraid, 
enough so-called friends of the bill who will 
be persuaded that it can be amended so as 
to attain the object of doing away with 
cruelty without abolishing the sport, and 
who, in this belief, will give their support 
to the amendments proposed by the oppo- 
sition.” 

The supporters of the measure will make 
an effort to have it reported out of the 
Fish and Game Committee of the Assem- 
bly this week. Should the Senate burden 
it with amendments, calculated to make it 
ineffective, there will be little hope for the 
passage of the original measure by the As- 
sembly, as the gun clubs and the powder 
and shot interests exercise a greater influ- 
ence in the Assembly than they do in the 
Senate. 


HORGAN & SLATTERY 
MONOPOLY TO BE ENDED. 


Bill Presented by Assemblyman Davis 
Will Permit Mayor to Select 
Architects for the City. 

Special! to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 10.—Assemblyman 
Gherardi Davis to-night introduced a bill 
the purpose of which is to do away with 
‘the monopoly which the firm of Horgan 
& Slattery now has in drawing plans for 
structures erected by the New York City 
Government. Mr. Davis says the bill was 
handed to him at the University Club by 
H. Rutgers Marshall of the Fine Arts As- 


sociation of New York City, and, as he 
thoroughly approved of its purpose, he 
agreed to introduce it. 

The bill provides that by May, 1902, the 
Fine Arts Association shall furnish the 
Mayor of New York with a list of 100 
architects, from which list, by June 1, 1902, 
the Mayor shall select fifty names to go 
on an eligible list. From this list archi- 
tects to supervise public buildings in New 
York shall be selected. 

The Mayor shall have the right to reject 
any or all names presented to him and to 
remove any architect or firm of architects 
from the eligible list at his pleasure. He 
also has the right to call upon the Fine 
Arts Association to submit the names of 
architects not residents of New York City 
whenever he thinks the employment of out- 
side architects would be desirable,

UTILITIES. 


State Senator Sullivan's Bill Provid- 
ing for Municipal Ownership. 
Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Feb. 10.—Senator Sullivan in- 
troduced a bill to-night providing for the 
acquirement of public utilities by cities and 

villages. 

The bill provides that whenever one-fifth 
of the voters of any city or village in the 
State shall petition any board or commis- 


sion having in charge the preparation of 
ballots to submit to a vote of the people 
the question of municipal ownership or con- 
trol of any public utility, it shall be done. 

It is provided, however, that no question 
affecting the same utility shall be submit- 
ted oftener than once in three years. When- 
ever a majority of the people shall vote fa- 
vorably upon the question, the authorities 
shall at once proceed to construct the util- 
ity or acquife an existing plant by con- 
demnation, as the case may be. It is pro- 
vided that no public utility thus acquired 
shall be leased, sold, or pooraroeee. except 
upon a majority vote of the people. 


Control of Loan Associations. 
ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 10.—A bill increas- 
ing the power of the Superintendent of 
Banks has been introduced by Senator Da- 


vis. It provides that if from any examina- 
tion or report the Superintendent shall have 
reason to believe that any building and 
mutual loan association, co-operative loan 
association, or mortgage loan or investment 
corporation, or rd similar corporation do- 
ing business in this State is in an unsound 
or unsafe condition he may take possession 
of the business and property of such asso- 
ciation and retain it until the termination 
of an action to be begun by the Attorney 
| General.

ELECTION FUND HELD UP 


Opposition Checked Appropriation 
for Superintendent McCullagh. 


Senator Grady Declared City Had Nq 
Further Use for Inspectors and No 
Need to Spend Money. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 10.—When the an< 
nual Appropriation bill was reached on 
order of third reading in the Senate to- 
night Senator Grady moved that the appro« 
priation of $127,000 for the office of Super« 
intendent of Elections be stricken from the 
bill. The office of Superintendent of Elec- 
tions, he said, had been created in accord 
ance with a special message from the then 
Governor, in which he stated that it was 
absolutely necessary, if the purity of tha 
ballot in New York City was to be pre 
served, that there should be State supers 
vision of elections in that city,. The police 
force, as it was said, was then in wicked 
hands, and could not be relied upon to seq 
that frauds were not committed at thd 
polls. 

“T am happy to state,” said Senator 
Grady, “ that the control of the New Yorls 
police force has now fallen into the hands 
of an able and high-minded man, who ag 
State Superintendent of Public Works 
showed that no consideration other than 
the most lofty patriotism ever influenced 
any of his acts. It is true he has taken 
the liberty of saying what laws shall be 
enforced in New York City and what laws 
can be ignored, but that is neither here nor 
there. Republicans must admit that he 
can be relied upon to see to it that no 
frauds upon the franchise are perpetrated, 
and if the reason given for the creation of 
the office of Superintendent of Elections 
was honest, then the need for it must be 
acknowledged to no longer exist. The ef- 
fect of the law creating this office, as we 
all know, has been to furnish places for a 
lot of political heelers, who are paid $5 a 
day by the State for doing organization 
work.”’ 

Senator Higgins said that recent events 
in New York City had led the members of 
the Senate Finance Committee to believe 
that the reform administration in New 
York City had not yet obtained a sufficient 
hold upon things to permit of the abolish- 
ment of State supervision of elections, and 
for that reason the appropriation has been 
recommended. 

Senator Grady, in reply to Senator Hig- 
gins, said that dbout all the Superintend- 
ent of Elections and his men did was to 
annoy honest voters. He recited the ques- 
tions which were asked of voters by Super- 
intendent McCullagh’s men, including the 
inquiries, ‘‘ Are you married?’’ and ‘“ Do 
you live with your wife?"’ and said they 
were an insult to the voter and had noth- 
ing to do with the honesty of elections. In 
no city in the country, he said, were such 
precautions against fraud in_ elections 
taken as in New York. The voting list 
was in the hands of every citizen ten days 
before the election, that he could see 
just who was registered trom his house 
and neighborhood. s 

To show that the authority of the Super- 
intendent of Elections was exercised mere- 
ly for the purpose of delaying the vote in 
certain districts, the Senator cited an in- 
stance. He asserted that in one election 
district 165 voters who had answered all 
these questions in the election of 1900 were 
again challenged and compelled to answer 
them in the election of 1901. These chal- 
lenges, he asserted, were made to delay the 
vote, and for no other purpose. 

‘“‘In what district was that?’’ asked Sen- 
ator Elsberg. i eB 

“The Sixth Assembly District. 

‘“Umph!” exclaimed Senator Elsberg. 

“The Senator's ‘umph’ is eloquent,” 
said Senator Grady. ‘“‘I understand the 
force of it perfectly. It is all right, he 
means to say, to do this in the Sixth As- 
sembly District. It doesn’t occur in his silk 
stocking district. But I say there is no 
more justification for insulting the honest 
voter who comes to the polls in jumpers 
than there is for insulting those who come 
wearing high silk hats and fur-lined over- 
coats, and I will inform the Senator that 
at the next election we intend to have men 
in his district who will ask his constituents 
whether they are married, and if they live 
with their wives.” 

“They won't mind that,” 
Elsberg. ee 

“They won't. eh?" retorted Senator 
Grady. ‘‘ You are badly mistaken. It will 
raise more froth than you ever saw on @ 
glass of beer. Just you wait and see.” 

Senator Higgins said that if Senator 
Grady insisted on his motion to strike out 
the item, he would ask that the bill be laid 
over until to-morrow. Senator Grady did 
insist. The Republicans would not force a 
test vote, as a number of their members 
were absent.

_ COST OF THE NEW NAVY. 


United States Government Has Expend- 
ed $109,000,000 for Construction 


and Repairs Since 1883. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 
has cost the United States 
construction and $9,343,255 for 
completed vessels. These figures were sup- 
plied in a statement forwarded to the Sen- 
ate to-day by the Secretary of the Navy 
in response to a resolution adopted by the 
Senate in February, 1901, and is the result 
of the labors of a number of Navy 
ment emploves for the past year. 
It is considered a very comprehensive and 
accurate financial history of the present 
Navy. The facts are all given in tabu- 
lated form, without explanatory text. In 
addition to the expenditures made on ves 
sels now afloat, there are several ships in 
course of construction. These include the 
Kentucky and the Kearsarge, on each of 


which an expenditure of $4,000,000 has been | 


authorized, and the Jllinois, Wisconsin. and 
Alabama, on each of which an exepnditure 
of $3,750,000 is authorized. There also are 
several smaller vessels in course of con- 
struction which will bring the total up to 
a considerable extent when the vessels are 
completed. 

The statement covers the period from 
1883, and begins with the building of the 
Chicago, Atlanta, and Boston. 

Of the completed vessels the Oregon cost 
the greatest amount. $6,575,082. The Mas- 
sachuset s is second in point of cost. $6,047,- 
117. The total cost of the Maine was 
$4,677,78.

Panama Route Favored If Clear Title 
Can Be Had for $40,000,000 and 
Colombia Grants Concessions.

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EXPENSES IN PHILIPPINES | 


Gov. Taft Testifies that Commis- 
sioners Save No Money. 


Extreme Utterances by Both Parties in 
Congress Retard the Work of 
Pacification in Islands. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—In continuing 


his statement concerning conditions in the | 


Philippine Islands before the Senate Com- 


mittee on the Philippines to-day, Gov. Taft | 


said that the estimate for preliminary ex- 
penses in those islands must include @ con- 
siderable outlay for school buildings. 

It was necessary, he said, to make 
aries from 20 to 25 per cent. higher than 
in the United States. In this connection 
Senator Culber#on made inquiries concern- 
ing the salaries and allowances of the Com- 
missioners of the archipelago. 

“Is each of the Commissioners 
$20,0007"" he asked. 

“No,” was the reply. ‘When we first 
went out, the Commissioners were each 
paid $10,000 and the Chairman $12,000, and 
in addition there was an allowance of 
$5,500 to each for expenses, making the 
total $15,500 and $17,500 respectively. When 
I was appointed Civil Governor I was 
allowed $5,000 for my legislative duties and 
$15,000 for my duties an Executive, 
making $20,000. The other 
were allowed 85,000 for their 
services and $10,000 for their executive du- 
ties, making $15,000, all in gold.”

The grounds are extensive, but 
they are lighted by the City of Manila as 
any other park would be." 


“Are the other members of the commis- ; 


sion provided with residences?” 

‘They are not. All of them pay rent, and 
I can assure you that I would much prefer 
to pay mine to being required to live at 
Malacan and keep up that establishment. 
If 1 may be allowed a word personal, | 
would say that, of my $17,500 salary last 
year I had only $1.500 left at the end of 
the year, and I am sure that if my illness 
had not prevented my entertaining to a 
desirable extent, there would have been 
nothing left of the $20,000 now paid. Gen. 
Wright and Judge Ide also have assured 
me that they could save nothing. There is 
much entertaining necessary, and the cost 
of everything is greater than in Washing- 
ton. Indeed, money goes so fast that it 
seems to melt. There are no perquisites or 
allowances other than those I have men- 
tioned.” 

Goy. Taft added that the commission had 
nothing to do with fixing the salaries of 
its own members, that having been done 
in Washington, but he said that it was im- 
possible to secure the services of compe- 
tent men for responsible positions without 
paying better salaries than are paid here. 

The Governor also stated that the mem- 
bers of the commission and their families 
had been transported free to the islands, 
and that it had been President McKinley's 
especial wish that the families should be 
taken, because of the effect on the Filipinos 
themselves. 

“We want," he said, ‘‘especially to 
demonstrate to the Fillpinos the possibility 
of an honest administration of justice, 
which is something they have never ex- 
perienced under Spanish rule, or under the 
rule of Aguinaldo. They have no concep- 
tion of a man's holding an office except for 
the purpose of his own emolument.” 

Senator Carmack reverted to some of 
Gov. Taft's former testimony to the effect 
that the Filipinos are not industrious, and 
asked whether this condition would render 
necessary the importation of Chinese, Goy. 
Taft said that it was to be profoundly 
hoped that this would not prove to be the 
case, There might pe, he added, some rea- 
son for taking the Chinese laborers to un- 
developed provinces like Mindanao, but in 
such provinces Luzon, Panay, and 
Negros, he was hopetul that the native 
people could be brought into a condition 
of greater efficiency. in general, he 
thought the effect of the admission of the 
Chinese would be the monopolyzing by 
them of nearly all the avenues of trade, 
but it was more difficult to say what the 
effect would be on the labor of the islands. 

‘**Has the commission ever recommended 
the admission of the Chinese’’’ asked Sen- 
ator Lodge. The reply was an emphatic 
negative. 

In answer to questions from Senator Car- 
mack and other Democratic members of 
the committee, Gov. Taft said the Philip- 
pine Commission had been criticised from 
both sides. *‘ But,” he went on, “I think 
that in the main the effect of our position 
has been to convince the people that we 
are there to aid their development, and 
that our work has thus had the effect of 
increasing confidence. There is no doubt, 
however, that much fear is aroused over 
the prospect of the exploitation of the isl- 
ands by the American people. The fear is 
generally voiced by the insurgents, and one 
also hears it from others who do not sym- 
pathize with those who would make trou- 
ble for us.” 

Senator Carmack asked what would be 
the effect of expressions of utter contempt 
for the Filipinos by Republican orators, and 
referred to a speech, which, he said, had 
been made by a United States Senator, 
placing the native Filipinos on a levei in- 
tellectually with Caribou bulls. 

Gov. Taft said that any article which 
had the effect of arousing the Filipinos 
vsually found its way to the Philippine 
Islanes, and he illustrated this remark by 
saying that the recent utterances of a 
member of Congress derogatory to the 
character of the Philippine péople already 
had found their way to the archipelago, 
and had aroused considerable discussion jin 
the native press. 

“The Filipinos are a sensitive people,”’ 
he said, ‘“‘and resent any impeachment of 
their intelligence. They do not like to be 
characterized as savages—"’ 

“Or bulls,’’ interjected Mr. Carmack. 

‘‘Nor as bulls."’ assented Gov. Taft. 

In this connection Senator Lodge asked

reply was: ‘*‘ Such 
obstacle to the success of our efforts."’ 

Senator Patterson made an inquiry as to 
the effect of Senator Hoar's recent speech 
in the Senate. ‘‘ That speech,’ he said, 
‘*was full of sympathy for the Filipinos; 
if circulated in the Philippine Islands, 
would it not subject its author to arrest 
and imprisonment?” - 

To this inquiry several Senators at the 
Republican end of the table made vigorous 
protest, and among them Chairman Lodge, 
who said he did not think it just to Gov. 
Taft to place him in the position of char- 
acterizing or criticising the speech of any 
individual Senator. Senator Hale, however, 
expressed the opinion that such questions 
would be legitimate when it came to dis- 
cussing the statutes of the insular Govern- 
ment. Gov. Taft begged to be excuse 
from replying to the question at this time. 

There was more or less discussion as to 
the presence of American troops in the isl- 
ands, and Senator Lodge drew from Gov, 
Taft the explanation that the milltary force 
of the United States had been reduced from 
71,000 to 41,000 troops. The Governor added 
that he had been informed by the Secre- 
tary of War that it was the intention to 
reduce the force in the immediate future 
to 30,000. 

‘*Has che withdrawal of the troops pro- 
duced trouble’'’ asked Mr. Lodge. 

“On the contrary,’ replied Gov. Taft, 
‘“‘in the pacified provinces the effect has 
been to increase tranquillity.” 

The committee adjourned until next Fri- 
day. in order to give Gov. Taft an oppor- 
tunity to make a visit to New York. 

Gov. Taft left this afternoon for New 
York for the purpose of consulting special-

DRAMATIC AND MUSICAL 


Frank Daniels in “ Miss Simplicity ” 
at the Casino. 


The Musical Piece Makes the Noisiest 
Show in the City—Minstrels 
at the Victoria. 


If the man who rents opera glasses at the 
Casino will put in a large supply of ear 
muffs and blue goggles he ought to feel 
reasonably sure of a thriving business dur- 
ing the next few weeks. Persons whose 
nerves have not been hardened in a boiler 
factory will certainly require the former for 
a full enjoyment of the so-called *‘ operatic- 
comedy "’ *‘ Miss Simplicity,’’ produced by 
Frank Daniels and his company last night. 
Near-sighted individuals may, however, dis- 
pense with the goggles and still come forth 
with eyes unimpaired by the gaudy brill- 
laney of strangely mixed hues. A long-dis- 
tance telescope utilized in viewing the af- 
fair might also rob it of some of its terrors. 

And even under ordinary conditions it 
may be enjoyed by those who find humor in 
the stuffed club and the clap stick, to 
whom the sound of a hoarse tin whistle is 
fraught with merriment, and whose mu- 
sical sense has been ciltivated to the point 
where they are delicately alive to the ex- 
quisite music of the bass drum and the 
cymbals. 

The music in ‘** Miss Simplicity " 
ited to H. L. Heartz—singularly suggestive 
name here. The book is by R. A. Barnet— 
it savors of the barn. Atrocious puns, 


these? Well, go and hear ‘Miss Sim- 
plicity "* and al! will be forgiven. 

One song, “The Chestnutty Language 
of Lovers,’ is not without a pretty swing, 
but its best effect is lost by reason of the 
fact that it assigned to the comedian 
of the company, instead of to some woman 
who might sing it. That. however, would 
have required an addition to the cast. No 
voices were discoverable last night. 

Frank Daniels is amusing—after 
clown fashion. He was at his best 
speech after the first act, which 
the gloom for a few brief moments.

THE RETURN OF THE MINSTREL. 


The performance of Primrose & Dock- 
stader’s Great American Minstrels at Ham- 
merstein’s Victoria Theatre last night was 
fortunately quite successful. Two years 
have passed in New York without a glimpse 
of the light of the middleman's shirt front 
across the footlights. In those two years 
many fads have faded, many novelties have 
been shelved. What if the minstrels of 
memory should prove to be of the delights 
that vanish never to appear agin—or ap- 
pearing, to be the mere grinning skull of 
the jester of our childhood! There is noth- 
ing of the graveyard Yorick about Messrs. 
Primrose and Dockstader. They are still 
fellows of infinite jest, of most excellent 
fancy. The disquieting press agent an- 
nounced that the old familiar semi-circle 
was to be relegated, and instead of the 


plantation setting we were to find our 
re in the garden of the gods, “in 
aly. 

His word was kept most scrupulously. 
Even the blue shores of the sea rose from 
the floor at an angle of forty-five degrees, 
faithful to his promise that the Mediter- 
ranean should ‘‘loom with majestic dig- 
nity.”’ But the minstrels were only the 
more “ great”’ and the more ‘‘ American.”’ 
The song of unfathomable pathos was 
sandwiched in the accustomed manner 
with the song of most abandoned gayety. 
‘Down in the deep let me sleep when I 
aie,” wailed Frederic Barnes, and we had 
searcely dried ous eyes when Eddie Leon- 
ard warblecd his gospel of joy, *‘ I'm gwine 
to live anyhow until I die. I know my kind 
odoin’ ain't very high. But it’s often said 
that when you die you're a long time dead. 
So I'm gwine to live anyhow till I do die.”’ 

Then George Primrose sang, and danced 
through the choruses with a leisurely light- 
ness in the heels the memory of which 
might serve to waft an insomniac into 
sleep. The end men had no clappers, which 
was a pity, for what is a minstrel show 
without bones? But the gags fetched the 
old irresistible shout at their unceasing 
but always unexpected absurdity. It would 
be a pleasant if unfriendly office to relate 
a few of them; but as difficult as to make 
this dull prose glide with the soothing 
grace of George Primrose’s toes. 

The second part of the programme con- 
tained a few really admirable variety turns. 
In the hoop-rolling act the Brothers Young 
advertise that they defy the laws of grav- | 
iiation, It did not appear that this made 
any difference to the laws; but in the 
meantime the defiant brothers gave an ex- 
hibition of juggling skill that was both ex- | 
cellent of its kind and, as such things go, 
novel. George Primrose danced again with 
the twin dancing midgets, Johnny and 
Willy Foley, giving an interesting revival 
of the old-fashioned double clog dance, and 
Lew Dockstader was repeatedly recalled in 
a series of topical monologues. The even- 
ing ended with the cycle whirl of the wo- 
men known as the Jackson family.

“OTELLO” AT THE OPERA. 


Verdi's ‘ Otello” was repeated last night 
at the Metropolitan Opera House. As is 
usually the case when this intensely dra- 
matic and highly wrought work is present- 
ed, the audience was chiefly in the lower 
part of the house. The galleries were not 
filled, and there were many empty seats 
even in the dress circle. The orchestra 
was nearly full, and the occupants of the 
boxes were present. Discussion of the 
causes which militate against the popular- 
ity of “Otello” is futile, The fact re- 
mains—and facts are obstinate things—that 
the public has no taste for the sombre and 
portentous figure which occupies the centre 
of the stage and the story. Desdemona is 
not raised to sufficient importance in the 
popular estimation. She has no arias, she 

» has only one duet with Otello, and that is 
at the very outset. There is too little senti- 
ment, too much tragedy. The artistic value 
of the work counts for little in the face of 
these facts. 

Last night's performance did not differ 
in any essential respect from its predeces- 
sor. The cast was the same; the concep- 
tions of the parts were the same; the pur- 
npse which animated the entire interpreta- 
tion was the same. M. Alvarez was in 
poor voice. Every attempt to diminish 
tone on his part revealed a hoarseness, 
Nevertheless, the fire and vigor of his 
performance were admirable. He declaimed 
the text with force and acted with emo- 
tional significance. Mr. Scotti was_g56° 
again a splendid Iago. In expression of 
the malignity of the treacherous man Mr. 
Scotti leaves nothing to be desired. Nort 
does his impersonation wholly lack subtle- 
ty. In the narration of Cassio’s dream, 
for instance, he displays much finesse. But 
‘he is too often overcome by the temptation 
to roar so as to affright the ladies. It isa 
pity that at such times he cannot hear him- 
self as others hear him. 

Mme. Eameés’s Desdemona is one of her 
best parts. She looks it to perfection and 
sings the music with exquisite taste. The 
réle lies well within the scope of her tem- 
perament, and she fills the poetic require- 
ments, which are not burdensome. “ Otel- 
lo” is substantially a three-part opera. 
Cassio is a mere peg on which to hang a 
plot, and Emilia is used only to bring mat- 
ters to an end. Mr. Bars and Mme. Homer 
served their purposes. The orchestra did 
its work fairly last night, and Mr. Sepilli 
conducted with skill. 


“MICE AND MEN” IN LONDON. 


Gertrude Elliott as Little Britain 
Mrs. Ryley’s New Comedy. 


LONDON, Jan. 28.—Madeline Lucette Ry- 
ley’s comedy called ‘‘ Mice and Men,” acted 
in London at the Lyric Theatre for the first 
time last night, is a play of comparatively 
small importance, but it comes at a time 
when vital, original dramatic pieces are 
shamefully scarce, when such trash as 
“Mile. Mars,”’ lavishly mounted at the Im- 
perial by Mrs. Langtry, makes people won- 
der if there is any hope for the survival of 
drama in the English language. As I write

PLANS FOR BRIDGE RELIEF. 


Manufacturers’ Committee Discussed, 
Matter with Mr. Greatsinger, Who

A short conference was held yesterday 
afternoon between President Greatsinger

“Tf this plan,” said Mr. Greatsinger, 
when he was seen after the conference, 
‘is put into operation we will guarantee 
to relieve the present conditions. At pres- 
ent I can no other way out of the 
trouble.”

JUROR WAS TOO FIRM. 
Judge to Investigate Action of One Who 
Refused to Discuss Case in 


Jury Room. 


The jury which tried the suit brought by 
Filiberto Marcheti, a ballet master, for 
$20,000 damages for personal _ injurier 
against the Metropolitan Traction Compa- 
ny, sat eleven hours in deliberation on the 
case, and finally failed to reach a verdict, 
for the reason that one of their number 
would award the ballet master only $200. 
The obstinate juror was Abner T. Bowen, 


a banker, of 11 Wall Street. When the jury 
filed into Justice Steckler’s court yester- 
day morning, many hard things were said 
about him by his eleven companions. They 
said that they would not have so deeply 
resented his obstinacy if he had taken part 
in their arguments on the amount of dam- 
ages to be awarded to the ballet master, 
instead of remaining silent except to say 
now and then during their deliberations: 
“Two hundred; not a cent more. That's 
my limit.” 

When the jury reported to Justice Steck- 
ler he had a long conference with the fore- 
man, Eugene Lewis. After this conference 
Justice Steckler said: 

“In view of a statement made to me by 
the foreman of this jury, I deem it my 
duty to make an investigation of the con- 
duct of one juror who would not discuss 
the case with the other jurors. For that 
purpose I direct that all of the jurors pre- 
sent themselves here on Friday afternoon 
next so as to ascertain the truth of the 
matter.”’

GOVERNING YALE ATHLETICS 


Plans Suggested for Change in Present 
System—Harvard Athletes 
Under Suspicion. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Feb. 10.—The Fac- 
ulty of Yale University will shortly be 
asked to sanction a plan to secure an un- 
dergraduate and graduate Advisory Coun- 
cil in athletic matters. At present the man- 
agers and Captains of the several teams act 
under the advice of Walter Camp, the ath- 
letic adviser of the Faculty, with final sub- 
mission of all important matters affecting 
the university’s policy in athletic matters 

to the undergraduate mass meetings. 

The scheme that is proposed is not a def- 
inite one as yet, inasmuch as there is divi- 


sion of opinion upon three plans. One plan 
is that the Captains and the managers, 
eight men in all, and all undergraduates, 
shall, with Mr. Camp as Chairman, con- 
stitute the Athletic Council to which shall 
be referred all questions regarding policy 
and players, schedules of games, chal- 
lenges, and finances. The other plans are 
to have either the Captains or the man- 
agers with another undergraduate, prefer- 
ably the managing editor of the college 
daily, and four graduates, compose the 
council. 
Reports are freely heard among the stu- 
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dents that athletic leaders at Yale have 
for several weeks been investigating the 
records of three well-known Harvard foot- 
ball players whose amateur standing was 
questioned. The three names mentioned are 
Capts. Campbell and Kernan and Ristine. 
Nothing official can be secured from either 
Mr. Camp or the management of the foot- 
ball team. It is well authenticated, how- 
ever, that inquiries have been made. Re- 
orts are heard that no absolute proof has 
een secured such as was sent to Harvard 
in the Cutts case, but that there have been 
developments sufficient to keep alive the 
investigation. The leaders at Yale do not 
deny this, but decline to be interviewed or 
to state conclusions. 


YALE ATHLETES ACCUSED. 


Amateur Standing of Football Players 
Questioned — No Long Agreement 
Between Harvard and Yale. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Feb. 10.—A Harvard 
man of athletic prominence to-day made 
one of the most important statements 
which has yet appeared concerning the 
future athletic relations between Harvard 
and Yale. He said: 

“There will be no five-year agreement 
between Harvard and Yale. Harvard has 
never asked Yale for an athletic commit- 
tee, but if Yale had one Harvard would 
never question the eligibility of Yale’s ath- 
letes, and this would be by far the most 
satisfactory arrangement for all con- 
cerned.” 

Harvard undergraduates were greatly | 
aroused to-day by the story from New | 
Haven that en, Kernan, and Ristine | 
were professionals. This brought out the | 
statement that an alumnus in New York 
has offered to give an affidavit to the effect | 
that Johnny Hart, Yale’s half back, played | 
ball professionally at Asbury Park in 1900, 
The amateur standings of Weymouth and 
De Saulles also are said to be open to ques- 
tion.

TRAFFIC ON FIRTH AVENUE 


Aldermanic Hearing on Plan to 
Exclude Heavy Vehicles. 


Arguments For and Against Closing the 
Thoroughfare to Such Traffic from 
October to May. 


The plan to keep trucks and heavy ve- 
hicles off of Fifth Avenue between Twenty- 
fifth and Fifty-ninth Streets, from 2 to 7 
o'clock in the afternoon from Oct. 1 to May 
51, was discussed yesterday at a public 
hearing before the Aldermanic Committee 
on Streets and Highways. 

Alderman Herbert Parsons spoke in favor 
of the ordinance. He said that the trouble 
did not come so much from the number of 
trucks and heavy vehicles on the avenue as 
from the fact that they traveled at different 
speeds, and the danger to life and limb came 
from the constant passing and repassing 
of vehicles being dragged at a high rate 
of speed past the slow moving trucks. Al- 
derman Parsons also called attention to the 
fact that Seventh Avenue had been as- 
phalted recently and that ‘this avenue would 
furnish an alternative route as good as 
Fifth Avenue fer heavy traffic. He ex- 
plained that the Board of Aldermen had no 
right to exclude stages from the avenue, 
as those vehicles were operated under a 
State charter. 

David Milliken, Secretary of the Associa- 
tion for the Preservation of Fifth Avenue 
as a Thoroughfare, said that pleasure 


seckers on the way to Central Park 
and shoppers driving down to the business 
district used Fifth Avenue to such an ex- 
tent that there is not room enough for both 
heavy and light traffic. 

‘The truck drivers are not opposed to 
this proposed ordinance,”’ said Mr. Milli- 
ken. ‘‘ The people living on Madison Ave- 
nue have often argued that if heavy vehi- 
cles were driven from Fifth Avenue they 
would simply be diverted to Madison Ave- 
nue. My answer to this is that the people 
living on Madison Avenue should do their 
driving on that avenue so as to not over- 
crowd Fifth Avenue.”’ 

Mr. Milliken presented a petition signed 
by many shopkeepers on Fifth Avenue 
favoring the proposed ordinance. 

‘“‘Isn’t there more danger from light 
traffic than from heavy?’ asked Alderman 
Seebeck. 

“The danger is from overcrowding, and 
the exclusion of any part of the traffic 
woull tend toward safety on Fifth Ave- 
nue,’ replied Mr. Milliken.

Ex-Alderman P. T. Sherman said that 
other cities had passed similar regulations 
to that proposed for Fifth Avenue. He 
urged that the ordinance be approved, and 
said that the ereat inconvenience was 
caused by the trucks. - 

Alderman Joseph Oatman spoke against 
the ordinance and contended that if the 
rules of the road as proposed by him were 
adopted much of the trouble on Fifth Ave- 
nue woud be averted. Alderman Oatman's 
argument was that the city should not 
discriminate against any vehicles.

That an annual franchise tax be imposed 
upon all State corporations engaged in in- 
ter-State commerce, calculated upon the

labor, and so many Alabamians are not 
only willing but eager to secure the petty 
wage their children can earn that as yet 
the passage of exclusion laws has been 
found impossible. These misguided parents 
do not, indeed, form anything like a ma- 
jority of the State's voters, but neither do 
those who are deeply interested in the other 
direction, and- the latter charge that in 
these circumstances the Northern capital- 
ists, through agents who are often South- 
erners, have been willing and able to 
prevent the passage of civilized labor laws. 
Explicit and indignant denials of these ac-

REVISING BASEBALL RULES. 


Representatives of Various Leagues in 
Session at Buffalo—Foul-Strike 
Rule Changed. 

BUPFALO, N. Y., Feb. 10.—Representa- 
of all the baseball leagues of the 
country met here to-day to revise and es- 
tablish the playing rules on a uniform 
basis, and to have them so worded that 
they may be easily understood by ama- 

teurs and professionals alike. 

The meeting was organized by the original 
committee, which was composed of James 
A. Hart of the Chicago National League, 
J. F. Kilfoyle of Cleveland, Connie Mack of 
Philadelphia, M. H. Sexton of Rock Island, 
Il.; Tim ’"’ H. Murnane, President of the 
New England League; “ Pat’ T. Powers, 
President of the Eastern League and also 
President of the National Association of 
Buseball Leagues; A. J. Reach of Philadel- 
phia, “ Father" Chadwick, an honorary 
member of all baseball leagues: John H. 
Farrell, President of the New York State 
League and Secretary of the National As- 
sociation of Baseball Leagues; Frank Dwy- 
er, manager of Detroit; W. H. Watkins ot 
Indianapolis, and H. D. Queen of Milwau- 
kee, representing the American Association, 
known as the “outlaw league,’’ were in- 
vited to attend the meeting. 

The rule which caused the most discus- 
sion was Section 3 of Rule 44, defining 
when the umpire shall declare 
strike.

To make Rule 30 more comprehensive the 
words ‘in which case the umpire shall cal! 
a strike’ are added. 

In Rule 32 the word “after is sub- 
stituted for ‘‘and,”’ making the rule read: 


“If the ball is thrown by the pitcher to |

to retire a base runner,) after the batsman | 
is standing in his proper position ready to | 
strike a pitched ball. each bal! so delivered |

BREADSTUFFS.--WHEAT—There were no 
important developments in the wheat market 
yesterday. With prices in a narrow range, spec- 
ulative trade was mostly for room account and 
news of a character to afford but little impulse 
to one side or the other During half the day 
conditions were rather more bullish than other- 
wise, but jn the afternoon irregularity and de- 
pression the rule To a large decrease in 
the visible supply, aggregating 1,363,000 bushels, 
much of the early steadiness was attributed, as 
the trade had not anticipated such full figures. 
The afternoon reactions had as a basis a severe 
break in oats at Chicago, promoting general un- 
loading among room operators and declines in 
the May option to 83%c, or a shade lower than 
the close of Saturday. Disappointment in ex- 
port circles was also a factor of weakness in the 
last hour, as only two loads of No. 1 Northern, 
New York, and two loads of No. 1 hard, Mani- 
toba, were reported at New York, outports doing 
no business. Outside of the visible supply statis- 
tics were about a stand-off. Increases of 700,000 
bushels in world’s shipments and of 2,720,000 
bushels in the quantity on passage found an off- 
set in the reduction of 350,000 bushels in local 
stocks, together with a decrease of 42,000 bushels 
in contract supplies. From the crop sections con- 
flicting news came in So far as present condi- 
tions are concerned, the outlook is most favor- 
able, as snow covers a good part of the belt, and 
more was added on Sunday. The Missouri State 
report, however, came out with a condition of 
only 80c for Winter wheat, or 11 points less than 
Nov. 1. It reported, nevertheless, an area 54 per 
cent. greater than last year, and it is this last 
consideration, which applies about equally well 
over the whole Winter wheat brendth, that bear 
operators are basing their chief hopes upon, as 
being an offset to the known poor condition. In 
foreign markets little or no feature developed, 
Liverpool closing 4d net higher. after early de- 
pression, and the Paris markets being closed. As 
usual, primary receipts were of small volume; 
but little more than half of last year's total. 
Spring wheat arrivals were smaller than either 
last week or last year.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Speculators and others who affected 
at the close of last week to find reasons 
for nervousness in the “‘ bad bank state- 
ment,”’ and who were full of grave fore- 
casts for the security market, did not 
figure yesterday in the light of prophets 
entitled to much credit. Instead of gen- 
eral weakness, the market was strong 
all day long, and the net changes of the 
day make a substantial list of advances. 

Standard railway shares led in activ- 
ity and strength; the anthracite coal is- 
sues were conspicudus. Commission 
house transactions were larger than on 
any day for a long time, and, especially 
noteworthy, the market’s movement was 
not tagged to the tail of promiscuous 
rumor-mongering. One current develop- 
ment in Wall Street, indeed, appears in 
the helpful factor that where buying or- 
ders are based on counsel and informa- 
tion it is now almost the uniform rule 
that advisers present the argument of 
intrinsic value, point to progress and 
lay stress upon profits instead of mak- 
ing old-style hurrahs over deals that 
may be brought about, remote possibili- 
ties, mere hopefulness. Plenty of pro- 
fessional ‘‘information’”’ purveyors are 
still to be found, of course, but in so far 
as conditions exist in actual Stock Ex- 
change circles, there is notable change— 
and the sign of it is among the health- 
ful factors.

Copper Trust stock showed renewed 
weakness, and the price of the trust's 
product was fractionally reduced; but 
the security market decline came not as 
a reflection of any softness in the com- 
mercial market, but was traceable to 
sales of Amalgamated stock for the ac- 
count of Western speculators whose 
Eastern loans for some time past have 
been over-extended. The bank failure at 
Detroit was responsible for some en- 
forced Copper Trust stock liquidation. 


Interest attaches to the annual report 
of the People’s Gas Company of Chicago, 
officially issued yesterday, showing in- 
creases in both gross receipts and net 
earnings, with over 714 per cent. earned 
upon the outstanding capital stock of 
the company. People’s Gas stock pays 
6 per cent., and has been distributing 
dividends at that rate right along. Yet 
its market value does not rise much 
above par—a fact which has its ‘signifi- 
cance. Though yesterday’s official state- 
ment showed a large surplus earned be- 
yond the established dividend rate, Peo- 
ple’s Gas is forever at the mercy of 
rumormongers, and as recently as last 
week Wall Street was treated to “ special 
dispatches” forecasting necessities for 
a dividend reduction. Were this the one 
corporation so situated such a circum- 
stance might be set down to Stock Ex- 
change freakishness, but the list of prop- 
erties that are kept under the same de- 
pressing influence is not a short list. 
In it figure practically all listed corpor- 
ations whose headquarters are in the 
City of Chicago. 

It is mot merely the ordinary stock 
jobber who operates in that latitude; 
there the performance is officially mu- 
nicipal as well as continuous, till in 
Wall Street the point has been virtually 
reached where conservative interests feel 
it wise, regard it as almost necessary, to 
discriminate against Chicago securities. 
Even lenders on a margin can never tell 
when they are safe, so abundant and 
persistent are attacks in the courts, in 
the Legislature, and by the Aldermen. 
A gas property in any other city con- 
trolling virtually a monopoly paying 6 
per cent. dividends and earning over 7 
would not be dragging in Wall Street 
markets at barely its face value—not 
even if that other city be smaller and 
the monopoly much less certain. 


Money continued easy throughout the 
day, the call rate at no time rising high- 
er than 3 per cent., while some loans 
Were made as low as 24% per cent. Most 
of the day's loans were at 2% per cent. 


H. C. FAHNESTOCK’S VIEWS. 


H. C. Fahnestock, Vice President of the 
First National Bank, discussing the gen- 
eral business situation, said yesterday:

PEOPLE’S GAS’S YEAR. 


The annual report of the People’s Gas 
Company for the year ended Dec. 31 was 
made public yesterday. Gross earnings 
were $9,663,746, an increase of $578,409; ex- 
penses were $4,792,441, an increase of $544,- 
655, leaving net earnings of $4,871,505, a 
gain of $228,755 as compared with: the pre- 
ceding year. There was charged off for 
depreciation $611,836, and after bond inter- 
est charges, a surplus is reported of $2,402,- 
169, as against $2,201,075 in 1900.

In his report to the stockholders Presi- 
dent Knapp says: 

Notwithstanding a locally adverse situation the 
company has prospered, due in large measure, 
believe, to the recognition by the public and the 
consumers of the efforts of this company to ex- 
tend and enlarge its system and to maintain the 
high quality of its gas.

NOTES OF INSURANCE INTERESTS. 


One of the reasons for speculation in fire 
underwriting circlés as to whether any 
more companies will follow the example of 
the thirty and more which reinsured their 
business and placed their affairs in lqul- 
dation last year lies in the fact that, while 
the large American companies offset their 
underwriting losses wit large ns in 
their banking experience through the great 
rise in the price of securities, the smaller 
American companies and the big foreign 
companies have had the fire losses without 
the compénsating investment profits. 


Outside of ‘the Paterson conflagration 
losses, fire underwriters have sustained 
some exceptionally heavy losses within the 
last few days, which were in themselves 
almost certain to have the effect: of an 
added stiffening in fire insurance rates. 
The Shadboldt fire in Brooklyn on Saturday 
night, the one in Jersey City on Sunday, 
and the destruction of eel ir ed plant 
at Springfield, Ohio, yesterday, as well as 
the Empire Hotel fire in St. Louis on Sun- 
day, would have gone far to keep up the 
heavy loss record during the month of Feb- 
ruary without any assistance from either 
Waterbury or Paterson. 
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NO EXPRESS COMPANY MERGER. 


Presidents of Three Concerns Deny 
Wali Street Reports. 


Annual meetings of several express com- 
panies are to be held this week, and there 
was renewed talk in Wall Street yesterday 
of mergers between the large companies. 
Inquiry of President Fargo of the American 
Express Company, President Wier of the 
Adams, and Vice President Crosby of the 
United States, brought forth positive state- 
ments that no combination plans were in 
prospect. 

Asked why a community of arrangement 
plan between the express companies would 
not be of advantage, President Fargo said 
that such an arrangement was out of the 


question so long as different groups of 
railroads were competing for the same 
business. Express companies stand for cer- 
tain railroads, and in the absence of com- 
binations between such systems as the 
New York Central and the Pennsylvania, 
amalgamation of express companies is out 
of the question. 

The annual meeting of the Trustees of 
the Adams Company are to be held to-day. 
— American Company meets on Thurs- 
ay. 

On the Stock Exchange the stocks of the 
express companies, except United States 
Express, were decidedly strong. American 
Express, on dealings in 1,100 shares, rose 
10 points, closing for a net gain of 9%; 
while Wells-Fargo advanced 514 points on 
the transfer of 200 shares. The movement 
of United States Express, which, after an 
early fractional rise, declined a point, rep- 
resented profit-taking sales. 


GLUCOSE TRUST PLANS. 


Concerns to be Taken Over by the Corn 
Products Company. 

Official statement has been made by 
Cuyler, Morgan & Co of the terms upon 
which the newly organized glucose trust, to 
be known as the Corn Products Company, 
will take over the shares of the National 
Starch Company and the Glucose Sugar 
Refining Company. Holders of preferred 


| stock in the National Starch concern will 


receive $90 of Corn Products for each $100 


of National Starch. Holders of common 
stock will receive $82.50 for each $100. 

Glucose Sugar Refining Company pre- 
ferred stock will be exchanged upon the 
basis of $125 for $100, and common stock 
upon the same basis. The official circular 
sent to the shareholders of these companies 
announces that arrangements have been 
made for the acquisition of the shares of 
the Charles Pope Glucose Company, the 
Illinois Sugar Refining Company, and the 
New York Glucose Company. The last- 
named company is owned by interests allied 
with the Standard Oil Company, 


Consolidated National Bank. 
More than $600,000 has now been sub- 
scribed to the capitalization of the Con- 
solidated National Bank, being organized 
by President Mortimer H. Wagar of the 


Consolidated Stock Exchange. A lease has 
been arranged of portions of two floors of 
the Pinkerton Building at 57 Broadway. It 
is expected to have the bank in operation 
within three months.

LEGAL NOTES. 

ALLEGED ConTRACT Not TO DISINTER 
Bopy.—The Brooklyn Appellate Division 
has decided that an alleged contract be- 
the widow of Lazarus Bauer and 
Lodge, No. 6, of the Independent 
Sons of Israel, that the body 
former's husband should never be 
from the Maimonides Becnevo- 
lent Society Cemetery, was not estab- 
lished on a hearing in the Supreme Court. 
It appeared that the deceased had been 
buried in a part of the cemetery con- 
trolled by the order, upon the application 
of his son-in-law, who was a member 
the Aryeh Lodge. The lodge claimed that 
although Bauer himself was not one of its 
son-in-law’s membership 
the burial subject to a by-law pro- 
viding that in no case should any one ever 
receive permission to remove a body from 
the burial plot. Because the son-in-law

The Two-Platoon System in Force 
in the Department. 


Patroimen Appeal to Mayor Low to be 
Heard — Commissioner Partridge 
Blames Police Agitators. 


The two-platoon system of police patrol 
was resumed in this city at 8 A. M. yester- 
day. It takes the place of the three-platoon 
system which Police Commissioner Murphy 
adopted upon the recommendation of the 
Patrolmen’s Benevolent Association, last 
August. 

Under the two-platoon system a “ police 
day "~-the working out of the scheme—con- 
sists of ninety-six hours, in which a patrol- 
man, if not doing extra duty such as is im- 
posed by strikes or emergencies, has thirty- 
six hours of patrol, twenty-eight hours on 
reserve, and thirty-two hours at home. The 
system had up to August last been in oper- 
ation for thirty-five years, except for a 
brief period, when an attempt was made 


| to inerease the public security during the 


“dog watch,” 6 to S.A. M., the pivotal 
feature of the scheme. This was in 1870. 

On’ Dee. 231, 1869, at 7 o'clock A. M., 
Charles M. Rodgers, Superintendent of the 
St. Nicholas Hotel, while sweeping snow 
from the front of his house, 42 East Twelfth 
Street, was stabbed by a thief, never 
brought to Justice, who attempted to rob 
him, and succeeded.

RIGHTS OF SrockKHOLDERs.—Robert Iu. 
Niles alieged, in the complaint in his suit 
against the New York Central and Hud- 
son River Railread Company, J. P. Mor- 
gan, and the other surviving members 
of the firm of Drexel, Morgan & Co., that 
he was a large. stockholder’ in the New 
York and Northern Railway Company, 
which operated about sixty miles of tracks 
in competition with a line controlled by 
the New York Central; that the road in 
which he was thus interested had valua- 
ble terminal facilities and other property 
in the City of New York and elsewhere, and 
that his stock was of great value. The 
defendants, it was charged, unlawfully 
combined and conspired {6 procure for the 
New York Central Road contro] and virtual 
ownership of the New York and Northern 
Company and to render the capital stock of 
that company valueless. It was also 
claimed that the defendants acquired bonds 
of the New York and Northern Company, 
upon which coupons were due and unpaid, 
for the purpose of foreclosing the mort- 
gage given to secure them. Other schemes 


were stated, which precipitated a foreclos- 
ure action, the cOmpaint in which, how- 
ever, has been reversed on appeal. The 
defendants, neyertheless, are in full pos- 
session of the road, under a lease from the 
New York and Putnam Ratlroad Company, 
which purchased at the foreclosure sale. 
A judgment dismissing the complaint has 
been affirmed by the Appellate Division of 
this city, the court holding that if the 
defendants did not manage the road in good 
faith, in the interest of all the stockhold- 
ers, the corporation itself would have a 
right of action for this breach of the trust 
obligation, but Mr. Niles as a stockholder 
would have no such right unless he brought 
the action on behalf of the corporation. 

“The depreciation in the value of the 
stock,’’ says Justice Laughlin; ‘‘ was the 
result of the wrongs committed against 
the corporation, The complaint contains 
no allegation of any wrong done to the 
plaintiff, as distinguished from any wrong 
committed against the corporation. The 
plaintiff's stock has nelther been acquired, 
sold, nor directiy interfered with. The 
value of all stock has been affected alike, 
and its depreciation in value has been 
caused by the wrongful interference with 
the rights of the corporation and the 
fraudulent diversion of its property from 
the purpose for which the same was ac- 
quired. The plaintiff has been damnified, 
but the damages sustained by him flow 
from the wrong committed against the cor- 
poration, and are, in contemplation of law, 
remote, indirect, and consequential. Where, 
as here, the common law prevails, such 
damages are not recoverable except in the 
right of the corporation.”

If you grant this 
request, we hope to be able to clearly demon- 
strate to your Honor’s satisfaction the fact that 
the present #ystem,of patrol can be made the 
most efficient systeth in operation in any of the 
large cities of the world. 

In a reply dated yesterday, Mayor Low 
said that he did not Know that the patrol- 
men who called Jan. 27 ‘were a committee; 
that the letter of Saturday reached him at 
midnight; that he regretted the misunder- 
standing, and that, if the question were 
still open, he would certainly grant the 
hearing which the members of the associa- 
tion had a right to expect. But in the cir- 
cumstances the Mayor did not feel at lib- 
erty to ask Commissioner Partridge to sus- 
pend his order, lest the effect should be 
demoraHzing to the department.

said in conclusion: 

I shall, however, ask the Police Commissioner 
to make a further study of the whole question, in 
order to determine whether any modification of 
either system-—-the three-platoon system and the 
two-platoon system-—-can be devised which shall 
be ah improvement on both. If in this connec- 
tion you have any suggestions to make, I am 
assured the Police Commissioner will give them 
careful consideration. 

Col. Partridge denied ‘yesterday a report 
that Mayor Low had said to him that if 
a majority of the patrolmen favored the 
three-platoon system it would be readopted. 


He went over his digest of the two and 
three platoon systems published last week, 
and held to his contentions in favor of the 
two-platoon system. 

‘IT see,” he went on to say, ‘‘that in a 
patrolman's letter, published in one of the 
morning papers, it is said that there are 
too many ‘snaps’ in the Police Depart- 
ment. That is true, and I am trying to 
do away with those ‘snaps’ as fast as I 
ean. intelligently. But I have to go siow. 
sO as not to make any mistake, for fear I 
may take off some fellow's head who 
doesn’t deserve that kind of treatment. 
And'I might say, too, that my mail every 
day is largely made-up of petitions from 
patrolmen for these same ‘snap’ jobs.” 

Col. Partridge said that he was peculiarly 
situated on the patrol question. He was 
between 6,000 policemen and 3,000,000 citi- 
zens. Both had their rights, He did not 
propose to inflict any hardships on the po- 
lice, but he was bound to recognize that the 
citizens expected an adequate return for 
the $12,000,000 they paid annually for the 
maintenance of the Police Department. 

“It is simply a question of the agitators 
in the department,”’ said the Commissioner.
